Yefterday an Exprefs arrived from Holland, with the 
agreeable News of an A&ton on the 11th inft, N.S. bee 
tween the Allied Army under the Command of Prince 
Charles of Lorrain and that of the French under Marthal 
Saxe, to the Advantage of the former, who remmined 
Mafters of the Field of Bittle, with the Lofs of about 
sooo Men only; whereas that on the Part of the French 
amounted to above 10000.
